It  is  g-enerallx'  julmitted  to  lie  one  of  tlie  most  enterprising-  and  prog-ressive 
centres  in  the  Dominion.  It  is  essentially  a  mannfacturinji;'  town,  beautifully  sit- 
uated in,  and  the  capital  of  Waterloo  County— one  of  the  most  fertile  in  the 
Banner  Province. 

It  is  a  Cosmojiolitan  Town-tlu'  thrifty  (lerman  and  the  enterprising'  Ang"lo- 
Saxon  working  together  unitedly  to  advance  its  hest  interests.  It  is  also  a  Town  of 
Homes  and  more  wag'e-earners  own  their  dwellings  (substantial  brick  buildings) 
than  do  the  workmen  of  any  otiier  eentre  on  the  continent. 

Berlin's  growth  has  l)een  rapid  during- the  past  two  decades,  but  of  a  most 
substantial  charact(ir  and  it  has  a  bright  future  before  it. 

A  scrutiny  of  the  i)ag-es  of  this  Booklet  will  convince  you  of  its  light  to  the 
title  of  "Busy  Berlin." 
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OSEPTT  ROTTNETDER,  n  nntivo  of  Ponnsyl- 
vnnin  first  settled  on  the  site  of  the  i)n'sent 
town  of  Uerlin  in  1807.  Josepli  nndJncob 
Slwmtz  tools,  up  adjoining-  tracts  in  1(S()8, 
and  Benjamin  Eby  di<l  likewise  about  the  same  skvav.  The  location  was  then 
often  called  the  "Sand  Kills"  and  later  the  more  euphonious  name  of  "Mt.  Pleas- 
ant." What  is  now  Kiiif*-  street  wsis  in  18l<)  a  swamp.  The  leport  (»f  the  fer- 
tility of  the  soil  and  robustness  of  the  climate  sent  back  to  Pennsylvania,  induced 
a  lar^e  number  of  additional  families  to  nii^;!'ateto  the  district  and  with  p'.fcsing 
years  the  place  grew  IVom  luunlet  to  burg  and  from  burg  to  village. 

Early  in  the  Thirties  the  residents  felt  that  it  deserved  a  name.  A  group  of 
villagers  were  one  evening  seated  in  the  village  Inn,  discussing  the  matter  of  a 
name,  when  two  strangers  walked  in  and  called  for  refreshments.  Their  arrival 
created  considerable  curiosity  and  interest  and  the  village  spokesman  (juestioned 
them.  "Where  are  you  IVom?"  was  asked.  "Berlin,  (iermaiiy,  and  we  are  look- 
ing for  homes."  "Then,"  sa'd  the  ([uestioner,  "SettU;  here  and  BERLIN  shall 
be  the  name  of  th's  village."     And  so  it  received  its  name. 

The  village  flourished  and  in  1.'*T)2  it  w.'is  made  the  County  Seat  and  in  bSf)!

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,ERLIN,  with  its  population  of  !),0(X),  is  situated  on  the  main  line  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  about  <>2  miles  west  of  the  Provincial 
capital— Toronto— and  a  like  distance  from  the  city  of  London. 
Its  location  is  on  undulatinjr  jifround  and  situated  near  the  centre  of  Waterloo 
County,  of  which  it  is  the  Judicial,  Bankin^^,  Manufacturuig-  and  Cbmnjercial 
centre. 

Owin^  to  the  amount  of  manufaeturinj?  carried  on  within  its  ^ates,  it  is  ar 
important  shipping-  point  cm  the  (Irand  Trunk.  Branch  lines  of  this  system  con- 
nect Gait,  Waterloo,  Klmira  and  other  adjacent  towns,  while  a  trolley  system 
links  Berlin  and  Waterloo. 

Berlin  is  a  cleanly  and  healthy  town.  It  has  a  well-equipped  Water  Works 
system,  a  larg-e  Sewerage  System,  with  a  Sewer  Farm  for  the  disposition  ofsew- 
aj^e,  and  an  efhcient  Fire  Brig-ade  and  tire-lif::htinfi- appliances ;  it  has  adopted 
the  Frontag-e  Tax  system  for  Local  Improvements  and  it  has  a  Park,  High,  Sep- 
arate and  Public  School  and  Library  Boards  and  a  live  Board  of  Health. 

Its  rate  of  taxation  is  IG^  mills  and  it  has  but  a  small  debenture  debt. 
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HIK  numerous  lUjinufnctoriosliKHi.ix  iKJssesses,  constitute  its  back- 
bone; hence  tiie  policy  of  past  and  the  present  economical,  y(!t 
projLfressive  Municipal  ('(tuncil,  has  been  ni<fst  lilx'i'al  in  the 
encouraj,'-ement  of  industries  of  a  deserviiii^-  kitid,  while  ♦^^he  steady,  industrious 
chai'acter  of  the  lal»oi'  o])tainai)le  here  has  hi'cn  no  small  factor  in  the  success  of 
its  n.anufacturiUjL;'  concerns,  and  is  one  stronj;;'  inducement  to  new  manul'actories 
to  locate  here. 

The  town  is  surrounded  by  an  excellent  afi'ricultural  country  whose  yeo- 
m.inry  is  the  ])ride  of  th"  u...  'ct.  Cood  farms,  i,n)od  stock  and  successful  far- 
mers are  the  rule.  One  of  the  weekly  si^iits  of  this  bij^,  bustling  manufacturiiii,^ 
centre  is  its  Saturday  INiarket,  where  the  farnua's  for  miles  around  tind  a  ready 
and  abundant  sale  for  their  varied  ])roducts. 

Few  of  the  younj>er  cities  are  as  well  e(|uip}>ed  in  the  matter  of  mercantile 
liouses.     Ik'riin's  stores  are  proverbiall>'  p»od. 

Its  Educational,  its  lielig-ious,  its  Social,  its  Amusement,  its  Transit  and  Re- 
creative advantages,  coupled  with  its  hcalthfulness,  the  low  cost  of  livinj;^  and 
Ji^ht  rate  of  taxation,  inake  it  an  ideal  Residential  Town. 


Tbe  yobov)  of  S^plir) 
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EIUiTN'S  iiiisurpassod  hotel  accommodatioTi  and  the  points  of  g-cn- 
uine  interest  in  and  about  the  town  make  it  a  pleasant  resort 
for  tourists  and  travellers. 


Steps  have  been  taken  to  seeure  C.  P.  R.  connection  from  a  convenient  point 
and  it  is  gjtucrally  thouj^ht  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  until  such  connec- 
tion mu!>t  comti.  Nevertheless  the  accommodation  f^iv(m  shippers  under  the 
present  service  is  good  and  the  I'atesareas  low  as  in  any  place  of  importance  in 
the  province.

Ilabur,  David  S.  Shoemakt'r,  David  Chalmers,  VVm.  Davidson,  Isaac  Clem- 
ens and  .John  Scott  were  the  tirst  Trustees,  of  which  Mr.  II.  S.  Iliiher  was  Chair- 
man and  Mr.  Wm.  Davidson  Sec. -Treas.  Until  1S71  the  (Jrammar  School  and 
Public  School  were  under  one  roof,  the  present  Minlel  School  Imildiiif:!'.  In  that 
year  the  (Jrainmar  School  removed  to  the  old  Swed"nl)ori<rian  Church  on  the 
coiMier  of  Heiiton  aiu'  (-hureh  streets,  the  site  now  occupied  by  Mr.  H.  Boehmer's 
residence.  In  l<s7r)  tiie  present  building',  hallway  tietweeii  Perlinand  Waterloo, 
waserecteil.  The  first  twenty  years,  from  IKo")  to  1X7.'),  saw  many  changes  in 
the  teachin<i:  stat!'.  Seven  dift'ereiit  masters  had  charge  of  the  institution  durinj^;' 
that  time.  Since  that  time,  however,  almost  the  same  staff  has  broug-ht  tho 
scliool  to  the  high  standard  which  it  holds  among'  the  Eduuutioual  institutions  iu 
tl)e  Province.

THE  Twin-City  Hospital  erected  jointly  in  1895  by  the  towns  of 
Berlin  and  Waterloo  is  a  model  institution  of  its  kind. 
The  Berlin  Orphanaofe  is  a  recently  orj^-anized  but  useful  philantropic  venture. 
This  town  is  the  seat  of  the  County  House  of  Industry  and  Kefuf^e,   which 
was  one  of  the  first  of  sucii  to  be  erected  in  Ontario.
